ITH the one-and-only Babe 

Ruth now in the fold of the 
Boston Braves, not only baseball 
fans, but business men all over 
the country are handing the 
palm fer astute dealing to Judge 
Emil E. Fuchs, the popular law- 
yer who is president of the Bos- 
ton bali club. With one fell swoop 
the Judge has undoubtedly 
_brought his club out of the finan- 
cial difficulties. that have beset 
it during the tast few years. for 
the Babe seems to have lost none 
of his personal popularity, and 
it is freely predicted by baseball 
men that the cost of having the 
big star will be more than made 
up the first time the Braves have 
made a circuit of the National 
League.
